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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application is a 371 of PCT/US03/33429. For applications filed under 371, PCT rules 
for lack of unity apply. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2-3, 17-20, 23-30, 33-35, 37,39-43, 45-47, and 65-66, drawn to a method of 
PCR analysis. 

Group II, claims 49-51, 53, 55-58, 61, drawn to a compound. 

These inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: the search report provides a prior art reference (Ririe KM. 
Annal. Biochem., Vol. 245, pp. 154-160, 1997) which anticipates the instant independent claim 
24 and it lacks special technical feature that binds all the Groups together. Thus Groups I-II are 
not so linked by the same or corresponding technical feature so as to form a single general 
inventive concept. 

3. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provisions of MPEP §

821 .04. Process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of the 
patentable product will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to 
final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection 
are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103, and 1 12.
